A bill has h;en introduced in Ihe United 


Slates Senate, by Mr. Davis of Mississippi, 
•l»Ie Secretary c>f War, for increasing ihe 
'|.i?u-r Iorgar.i/cd military force of ihc coun- 
.Iry by an aildilion of some seven thousand 
men, ir llierralwuts. T'he total number of 
men now in tr.c U. S. military service—in- 
cluding the Irish Itglon lhat has been senl to 
chastise the 'saints' of Salt Lake, and ihe 
't'Ju^ U^ly' nt'cals who arc engaged to 
shoo! iiml stab American freedom in Kan- 
«a«—issonieuherc in the neighborhood o' 
I'iftecn Thousand! and ihc Davis bill, if 
passed by Congress, would carry the aggre- 
gate military force of Ihe country up to 


Twc-tjty-lwo Thousand men. 


It v>ill be remembered by the intelligent
